For 
these regaooi Mr. Cowan has deter- 
mined to oontaat tbe election of Mr. 
Prowse and wUl aak tba oontosting 
beard, co m poaad of J«d|a Winfree 
and tbe two magiatntai aaaitattbe 
court house, (Eaqs. Davisoo and Mor- 
ris) to hare a recount of tbe votes and 
correct votes wrongfully recorded and 
counted against him. One of the 
voles counted for Prowse is that of 
Mr. Cortez Leavell, a life-long Demo- 
crat, who never vot«d a Republican 
ticket iu his life. He declares that ho 
voted the Democratic ticket, while he 
is nxHjrdod for the whole Itttpublican 
ticket. This is clearly a mistake of 
the clerk at So. 4, Mr. Frank 1'. IVwk 
who wasgnmtly hindere<i aud aiiuoyiKl 
iu the discharge of his work by the 
disturbance aud disorder around the 
polls all day.
